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SYNOPSIS 

On Friday, December 10, 2010, approximately 100 people attended the Men’s Central Jail 
Christmas Party, which was held at Quiet Cannon in the “Cannoneer Room”. During the party 
the attendees appeared to enjoy the festivities. There was a bar, and attendees were able to 
purchase alcoholic beverages at their individual discretion. 


Shortly after 2300 hours several deputies were on a stairway landing engaged in a 
conversation. Deputy | became involved in a heated discussion with several 
other deputies. The discussion quickly escalated into an argument at which time Deput 

intervened and attempted to diffuse the situation by escorting Deputy =a 
away. 


Deputies Alfonso Andrade, Hernan Delgado, i F 
and M reportedly attackec and physically assaulted Deputies 

and This assault was witnessed, in-part, by some the guests of both the 
Men's Central Jail party as well as some guests from a party being held in an adjacent banquet 
room (“VIP Room”). As a result of being assaulted, Deputies anA susie noc 
injuries. Deputies I and] injuries were described as bruises, abrasions, and 
muscle strain. 


Several deputies intervened and stopped the fight by physically restraining the involved 
parties. Immediately following the fight, Deputy confronted Deputy Andrade 
regarding his actions. Deputy Andrade reportedly punched HEB in the face. 


The Montebello Police Department received two separate 9-1-1 calls reporting the fight at the 
Quiet Cannon and dispatched officers to investigate. Montebello Police Officers subsequently 
arrived at the Quiet Cannon and spoke with several unidentified deputies. The officers left the 
scene after en unidentified Sheriff's Department employee informed them the incident would 
be handled irternally by the Sheriffs Department. 


INTERNAL AFFAIRS BUREAU INVESTIGATION 

Internal Criminal Investigations Bureau (iC/B) conducted a criminal investigation regarding this 
incident. During the investigation audio recorded interviews of involved parties and witnesses 
were conducied. A review of these recorded statements confirmed that the ICIB investigator's 
summaries are accurate. For a summary of the statements given, refer to the criminal 
investigation case book (Volume 3, Exhibit A). For the complete and detailed statements 
refer to the verbatim transcripts and/or digital audio files included with this investigation. 


This investigation, in large part, is based around the criminal investigation conducted by ICIB. 
Throughout their investigation over 180 possible witnesses and involved parties, including 
department personnel and civilians, were interviewed 


A large portion of those interviewed left the premises, and/or were not present during the 


incident. Several others were on the premises; however, did not see any portion of the 
incident. 
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Still, many others saw a portion of the incident; however, were not able to give any pertinent 
information to the identification of those involved or a detailed account of actions. 


The above mentioned witnesses’ statements will be grouped and a general statement given as 
to their location and observations. 


Throughout the criminal investigation, additional details pertaining to what occurred just prior to 
the fight, the fight itself, and what occurred immediately after the fight, were brought to light. 
Internal Affairs Bureau conducted follow up interviews addressing the following areas: 


* The alleged assault and all parties involved. 


e The actions and observations of department supervisor personnel throughout the 
course of the party, as well as during and after the incident. 

+ The conduct of approximately three departmen: employees who were allegedly 
disrespectful and hostile toward the Quiet Cannon Manager prior to the fight. 

e The conduct of one or more employees who were allegedly disrespectful and 
uncooperative with Montebello police officers when they arrived on scene as a result of 
the fight. 


+ The consumption of alcohol and any alcohol related policies. 


The alleged assault is directly addressed by ICIB. Four link charts (Exhibits F, G, H and 1) 
were created to show which witnesses identified each subject and their actions. A copy of 
these link charts is included behind this summary.

The 
subjects all stated that they wanted to give a statement; however, they were advised by their 
attorney not to make a statemeni at that time. After this initial interview each of the subjects 
was photographed by Scientific Services Bureau (Volume 3, Exhibit A, page 395).

During the criminal investigation, two subjects (Subject Alfonso Andrade and Hernan Delgado) 
gave voluntary statements to ICIB. 


Subject Alfonso Andrade was interviewed by ICIB investigators and gave his account of his 
actions and observations during this incident. This interview was audio recorded and a copy of 
the verbatim transcript is included in this investigation. For a summary of Subject Andrade’s 
interview with ICIB refer to their Supplemental Report, which is located in the criminal case 
book (Volume 3, Exhibit A, page 144). For the complete and detailed statement refer to the 
verbatim transcript and/or digital audio file. 


Subject Andrade stated that he was talking to Deputy [J when Deputy IJ grabbed 
him by the throat with one hand and began squeezing. Subject Andrade said he was unable to 


break free from Deputy [EE grasp and he was unable to breathe. Deput then 
put Subject Andrade into a headlock. Subject Andrade punched Deputy in an effort 


to break free from Deputy 
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Subject Andrade stated he did not assault Deputy [J or Deputy 


Subject Hernan Delgado was interviewed by ICIB investigators and gave an account of his 
actions and observations during this incident. This interview was audio recorded and a copy of 
the verbatim transcript is included in this investigation. For a summary of Subject Delgado's 
interview with ICIB refer to their summary, which is locatec in the criminal case book (Volume 
3, Exhibit A, page 147). For the complete and detailed statement refer to the verbatim 
transcript and/or digital audio file. 


Subject Delgado said he and other deputies were talking to Deputy EE on the middie 
landing of the stairway when Deputy [began cussing at them. Subject Delgado saw 
an unknown male (Deputy |) walk into the group of deputies and began pushing deputies. 
Subject Delgado said he put his hand on Deputy chest in an effort to keep him back. 
Subject Delgado said Deputy [punched him in the mouth causing him to feel dazed. 
Subject Delgado said he reached out and bear hugged Deputy 


Subject Delgado said he never struck Deputy [I 


IAB Note: It was the intention of JAB to conduct interviews of all subjects after 
ICIB determined they were no longer seeking to interview the seven 
subjects regarding the criminal investigation. An injunction was 
filed by The Law Offices of Green and Shinee prohibiting IAB from 
interviewing any subjects that are suspects in a criminal 
investigation. Therefore this investigation is being submitted 
without subject interviews (Refer to Miscellaneous Documents for a 
copy of the injunction order). 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE INTERVIEWS 
(Employees identified as a victim/suspect in the incident) 


Witness EE, is assigned to Men’s Central Jail / Visiting Rear. Witness [I was 
interviewed by ICIB investigators regarding her actions and observations during this incident 
This interview was audio recorded and a copy of the verbatim transcript is included in this 
investigation. For a summary of Witness interview with [CIB refer to the Supplemental 
Report located in the criminal case book (Volume 3, Exhibit A, page 14). For the complete 
and detailed statement refer fo ihe verbatim transcript and/or digital audio file. 


IAB investigators conducted a follow-up interview with Witness [regarding her actions 
and observations during this incident. The purpose of this interview was not to have Witness 
HB rete! her story, but to present her with information gleaned from other interviews and ask 
clarifying questions. This interview was audio recorded and the verbatim transcript is included 
in this investigation. For Witness} complete and detailed statement, refer to the 
verbatim transcript and/or digital audio file. 
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Witness J reiterated what she stated in her ICIB interview and added some additional, 
clarifying information. 


Witness [J statement and description of the incident during this interview was essentially 
the same as she provided to [CIB investigators. Witness B additionally stated that prior to 
the altercation she observed that Witness m "A to be intoxicated. Witness BE 
said that during the party she sat with Witness , and ate dinner at the same table. She 
stated that while they were served dinner, she saw and heard Witness I make rude 
comments to the server. Witness [I felt that this behavior was out of character, and that 
Deputy [I was acting that way as a result of being intoxicated 


Witness [J answered questions presented to her based on other witness interviews 
conducted throughout the criminal investigation. Witness | stated that after the initial fight 
on the landing she approached Subject Andrade and began asking him why he would assault 
a fellow deputy. Witness said she got to within three feet of Deputy Andrade as she was 
talking to him. Subject Andrade was being pulled away from the location by two other deputies 
and he reached over their grasp and struck Witnes I the chin with his fist. Witness 
ia = contends that she did not make any threatening movements or gestures toward Subject 
Andrade that would cause him to strike her 


IAB Note: Deputy Andrade denied striking Witness [I during his 
interview. 


Witness said that prior to being struck by Deputy Andrade, she saw Deputy J 
standing in between Deputy Andrade and herself. Witness estimated that she was 
approximately five feet away from Deputy Andrade and Deputy was in between them, 
approximately two or three feet away from her and slightly to her left. Witness BE was 
positive of her identification of Deputy [because he was facing them, and she has known 
him for some time. As soon as she was struck by Deputy Andrade, Deputy IE instantly 
grabbed her by the shoulder and turned her away from Deputy Andrade, walking her toward 
the staircase, saying “let’s go.” 


IAB Note: Deputy JM stated that he did not witness Deputy Andrade 
strike Deputy i and that he was not in proximity of Deputy 
and Deputy Andrade after the incident (Refer to Deputy 
ICIB and IAB interview transcripts.) 


After the initial fight on the landing, Witness [was not present and did not talk to any 
Montebello police officers. ‘ee she was not around or in the proximity of 
Montebello police officers. Witness said she was not present when Montebello police 
officers were frying to talk to any of the deputies and was not interrupting or otherwise 
interfering with Montebello Police officers when they tried to talk to deputies leaving the area. 


IAB Note: dilly ‘hig that he went and put his arm around 


Witness and directed her toward the stairs because she 
was basically interrupting Montebello police officers as they 
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were trying to talk to deputies. 


Witness [J said she does not know why Deputy I would deny being present when 
Subject Andrade assaulted her Witness B also does not know why Deputy B would 
say she was interrupting Montebello police officers. 


Witness EB denied that she was yelling that she was “from BE which is what is 
alleged in some interviews conducted by ICIB. Witness] acknowledged that she lived in 

and was asked how people at the party would know that, to allege she said those 
words. Witness stated that a large amount of people she works with knew prior to the 
party that she resides in EJ She further stated that some co-workers call her 
“| as a nickname or tease her because she lives in 


Witness [IM said that several days after the incident, she began to hear rumors about her 
actions during the incident. She said she heard that during the incident someone heard her 


ot Witness [said that rumor is false. She said she never said anything 


about “ |” nor does she know why someone would say that she did 


JAB Note: During her interview Witness l o} was shown several photographs. 
The photographs are included with her interview transcripts, in this 
case book.

Witness [EE is assigned to Men’s Central Jail / Visiting Rear / High Power. Witness 
| | was interviewed by ICIB investigators regarding his actions and observations during this 
incident. This interview was audio recorded and a copy of the verbatim transcript is included in 
this investigation. For a summary of Witness [fnterview with ICIB refer to the 
Supplemental Report located in the criminal case book (Volume 3, Exhibit A, page 20). For 
the complete and detailed statement refer to the verbatim transcript and/or digital audio file. 


IAB investigators conducted a follow-up interview regarding Deputy J actions and 
observations during this incident. The purpose of this interview was not to have Witness BE 
retell his story, but to present him with information gleaned from other interviews and ask 
clarifying questions. This interview was audio recorded and the verbatim transcript is included 
in this investigation. For Witness] compiete and detailed statement, refer to the verbatim 
transcript and/or digital audio file. 


Witness [statement and description of the incident curing this interview was essentially 
the same as he provided to ICIB investigators. Witness reiterated that he and Deputy 
HE -ooed to the party. Witness said he does not drink, and he was the 
designated driver for himself and Deputy Witness [said he was assaulted by 


Subjects Delgado, and Andrade. He stated that he did not see 
how Witness ustained his injuries. 
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As Witness JJ end Deputy

said it seemed like the group of deputies were waiting for

Witness [IF said he looked at the group that was on the landing and recognized the 

individuals. The conversation between Deputy \ and the group went on for 

approximately four to five minutes. Deputy B remembers Deputy A going up the 

stairs to the top landing and coming back down a couple of times. At one point Deputy 

had a conversation with Deputy [Jon the middie landing and is sure that Deputy 
was present on the landing. 


IAB Note: Deputy denies being on the landing prior to 
the incident. 


Witness [identified all the deputies that he knew were on the landing and how he was 
able to recognize each of them. Witness was able to identify when, where, and under 
what circumstances he has come in contact with the deputies involved in this incident. 
Witness [ii fett that all the deputies he knows should aiso know him and there is no way 
they would mistake him as someone other than a deputy sheriff. Witness [stated that 
Subject Delgado is the only one that he did not know from prior contact. 


IAB Note: Witness Bias able to give specific details as to his prior 
contact with the subjects in this investigation as well as other 
deputy personnel that were present (Refer to IAB transcript pages 
3-7). 


Additional: Witness stated, in his IAB interview, that he had 
never seen and did not know Deputy [prior to this 
incident. 


Witness [J stated that once he saw that Deputy ree with the subjects 
was escalating into a heated argument, he went to get Deputy n order to defuse the 
situation. lt was at that time that he saw Subject Delgado sitting on the stairs leading up to the 
top landing where the banquet rooms are located. When Witness [made contact with 
Deputy [BJ Subject Delgado came up behind him, grabbed him, and said, “Let go of my 
partner.” Subject Delgado spun Witness J around ard attempted to take him to the 
ground. 


oes SS he is very clear that Subject Delgado was_not just pulling him away. 


Deputy felt himself being taken to the ground. Witness [I said that he used his left 
foot to brace himself from falling, and then he struck Subject Delgado in the face. 
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Witness [J was asked why he did not push Subject Delgado away and try to create some 
distance. Witness [said that, based on the way the conversation had escalated to an 
argument, the finger pointing and body language of all present, and the way he was grabbed, it 
was very clear in his mind that this was now a fight and he reacted to defend himself. Witness 
HM fet as if he was being assaulted with the intent to cause injury. His first and immediate 
reaction was to punch the person that was assaulting him. 


Witness [said he did not approach the group or Deputy , N a threatening 
y 


manner. Witness] said there wasn’t anyone between Deput and himself, and 
he-did not bump or push anyone as he contacted Deputy 


Witness [vas interviewed a second time by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Carlos 
Flores on February 16, 2011, at 0930 hours. The interview was conducted at Witness J 
residence, and was digitally audio recorded. 


Witness [vas shown two photographs (Volume 2, Exhibit B-2), which were taken at the 
Christmas party on December 10, 2011. The photographs depict several people sitting at a 
table. Witness identified one of the males as the senior deputy who asked him if he had 
been drinking, and advised him that his gun was exposed. The male was identified as Witness 
Senior Deputy 


IAB Note: During his interviews with ICIB and IAB investigators, Witness 
tated that during a momentary lull in the assault, he 

was approached by an unidentified senior deputy. He said the 
deputy asked him if he had been drinking, and advised him 


that his firearm was exposed. That deputy has been identified 
as Wines: a 


Witness [provided additional information regarding the injuries he sustained during the 
incident. Witness Jl suffered bruising and swelling to his head, left eye area, and left rib 
area. He stated that the results of his “MRI” test reveal that he has a “Bulging Disk” in his 
lower back that may require some “Epidural injections.” 


IAB Note: During his interview Witness ree was shown several photographs 
(Exhibit B). The photographs are included with his interview 
transcripts, in this case book. 


For his complete statement, refer to Witness [interview transcripts. 


SE ey is assigned to Men’s Cen‘ral Jail / Visiting Front. Witness 
as interviewed by ICIB investigators regarding his actions and observations during 
this incident. This interview was audio recorded and a copy of the verbatim transcript is 
included in this investigation. For a summary of Witness EEE interview with ICIB refer to 
the Supplemental Report located in the criminal case book (Volume 3, Exhibit A, page 27). 
For the complete and detailed statement refer to the verbatim transcript and/or digital audio

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IAB investigators conducted a follow-up interview regarding Deputy HE actions and 
observations during this incident. The purpose of this interview was not to have Witness 
HE i- his story, but to present him with information gleaned from other interviews and 
ask clarifying questions. This interview was audio recorded and the verbatim transcript is 
included in this investigation. For Witness] complete and detailed statement, refer to 
the verbatim transcript and/or digital audio file. 


Witness [MMBtatec that he attended his unit Christmas party with his partner, Deputy 
HE During the party Witness| said he was having a good time and there had been 
no tension that he observed. Witness| stated that he was not armed, and throughout 
the evening between approximately 1830 hours to 2300 hours, he consumed approximately 10 
beers and one shot of alcohol. During the course of the evening, Witness ME tated that 
he spoke with a male Hispanic deputy NFD, that he had seen earlier congregating with 
deputies that work the 3000 floor at Men's Central Jail. Witness [said he and the 
deputy were outside on the top landing area smoking a cigarette when he struck up a 
conversation. Witness] stated that he did not know the deputy but assumed he 
worked the 3900 floor and began to explain to him the importance of the visiting area. Witness 
E- o he told this deputy how the 3000 floor deputies were habitually slow in getting 
their inmates down to visiting when called for. 


IAB Note: Witness] later identified Deputy from a group 
photograph, as the deputy he was speaking to. 


Witness [Maid he did not think much about the conversation and the deputy did not 
respond to him in a negative manner. A short time later, Witness BE: aid he was outside 
on the upper landing, again, saying goodbye to people when he was motioned down to the 
second or middle landing by a group of about three deputies that he recognized as working the 
3000 floor. 


Witness [Btated he went to the middle landing and had a conversation with the 3000 
floor deputies. During the conversation he heard one of them say something to the effect of, 
“You disrespected us.” Witness [EEE said he felt Witness [pulling on his arm saying 
lets go, and the next thing he remembered he was waking up on the ground. Witness 

said he was being kicked and punched from several different people. Witness 
[ER id not see who was kicking or punching, because he was face down, trying to 
protect himself by covering his head and face with his arms. 


Witness [Maid he did not assault anyone or place any of the subjects in a headlock or 
choke hold. 


The assault lasted between one and two minutes and then there were others there breaking it 
up. Witness was helped up by Sgt. M = escorted down the stairs to 
the ground level. While on the ground level he saw Montebello PD arrive. Witness 

saw Captain [J and Captain [J standing close by and Captain JJ asked him what he 
wanted to do. 
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Witness SE E20 he told Montebello PD he was ok and that his unit would handie the 
incident internally. 


SECONDARY INVOLVED EMPLOYEE INTERVIEWS 
(Employees acknowledging or identified as taking an active role in the incident) 


Witness EE is assigned to Men’s Central Jail / 3000 floor. Witness [was 


interviewed by !CIB investigators regarding his actions and observations during this incident. 
This interview was audio recorded and a copy of the verbatim transcript is included in this 
investigation. For a summary of Witness MEMM evic with ICIB refer to the 
Supplemental Report, which is located in the criminal case book (Volume 3, Exhibit A, page 
92). For the complete and detailed statement refer to the verbatim transcript and/or digital 
audio file. 


Witness [Maid that_he attended the December 10, 2010, Christmas party with his 
HEE Witness Deputy MI He said they arrived at the party between 1900 
and 2000 hours. He said that throughout the course of the party he did not witness any 
hostilities between the attendees. Witness Bs 20 he drank one beer while at the party. 


Witness [BMJ said that as he prepared to leave he went out onto the stairway's top 
landing, and saw a group of people standing on the middle landing. He said he saw Subject 
Delgado get punched in the face by someone he later learned was Witness Deputy 
Witness ei: he saw Subject Delgado move backwards as if he was going to fail, but 
regained his balance. Witness SEM hen saw Subject Delgado move forward, as if 
moving toward Witness 


Witness ME ai that the two deputies (Subject Delgado and Ce 


separated by several of the people standing on the middle landing. Witness then 
saw Captain [run down the stairs onto the middle landing, and he followed. He said that 
the crowd then began moving down the stairs to the ground level. 


Witness [J said he went down to the middle landing and saw Witness Deputy BE 
walking toward Subject Delgado. Witness BE anc other people got in between the two, 
in order to prevent another confrontation. Witness [said that a Montebello Police 
Officer arrived and told him and a group of deputies to walk over to him. He said that they did 
as they were told, and he heard Subject Delgado tell the officer that he had been involved ina 
mutual battery. Witness] said that the officer subsequently told them all to leave. 


Witness BME 2c he saw Subject Delgado's shirt stained with blood, and it appeared that 


he was bleeding from his lip. He said he later saw Witness | by the bathroom, and it 
appeared that his face was “bruised up.” Witness said he did not see Witness 


however, he said he did see Witness and she appeared to be very upset. 
Witness aid he also saw her shouting at Subject Deputy Andrade shortly after the 


incident occurred.

When asked if he saw an altercation that took place, he said he was on the upper landing 
talking to Captain HM} He saw out of the corner of his eye a big commotion. He ran 
downstairs and saw Deputy Andrade “wrestling with Deputy I’ He said that they were 
wrapped around each other and Deputy Andrade was saying, “Let me go”. 


He tried to pull them apart but was not able to. He was pushed out of the way, and he walked 
down stairs. He said everyone was saying, “Break it up, break if up”. 


When asked who was controlling who, he said that it appeared if they were in a stalemate, and 
as if they were wrestling. 


He said that there were about 15-20 people involved. When asked if he saw any injuries to 
Deputy SE face, he said he didn't really notice any. 

He ran back down, but it was already 
broken up. He saw Deputy [fend he had a couple of lumps on his face. When asked if 
he saw anyone else with any injuries, he stated, “It, well | saw |. too. He had like a 
couple lumps on his face, too. Kind of like, | want to say, | mean you know, just lumps, 
whatever. I don’t really, | didn’t look at him that much. i just, we were just trying to get out of 
there.” 


When the fighting was over, Deputy {went back upstairs and paid the open bar tab. He 
then went to find Deputy [J When asked where he found Deputy to be, he said 
he couldn't really remember. When asked what he did next, he said they went to the Q.C. club 
because they did not want to leave right away because they had been drinking. They were 
denied access to the club because of the “commotion.” They left, and he drove Deputy 

home. 


Deputy vas asked if Deputy [J had discussed what happened, and he stated, "He, 
| didn’t, we didn’t really talk. We were just like trying to figure out what was going on. He didn’t 
really talk too much about it, but he didn't really, | don’t really remember anything that he was 
saying. | just remember trying to get home.

He was 
asked if Deputy had talked about why he was relieved of duty he stated, “ We didn't get 
too much into his, | didn’t really want to talk to him about it, because of his you know, you want 
to bring it out and | already know he’s feeling bad about being away from work. So I would, I 
just remember asking him if he needed anything, if you know, he wanted to talk and stuff and 
he didn’t really want to talk too much regarding that and | know what I, | know what I, if m 
ever, | know if | was in that position, | wouldn’t really want to talk about it too much, you know?”

Captain said Deputy IM was defenseless and 
couldn't defend himself or fight back because of the blows being delivered to him by Subject 
Andrade and Subject IE 
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Captain HB stated that once he was able to get a hoid of, control Subject Delgado, and pull 
him away from Deputy [fhe stated to Subject Delgado, something along the lines of, 
“What are you doing, he is a deputy he is family (referring to Deputy | Captain B 
said Subject Delgado responded with “I thought he was... but he sucker punched me.” With 
that statement, Captain [feels that without a doubt, Subject Delgado knew who Deputy 
Has and knew that he was a fellow deputy. 


Captain ms stated that after the parties were separated they began to disperse and head to 
the parking lot. Captain] had contact with Montebello police officers and identified himself 
verbally. Captain] acvised the Montebello officers that the personne! involved were all 
deputy personnel and the Sheriffs Department would handle the incident. Captain = told 
Montebello officers this because initially he did not realize the extent of the injuries inflicted on 
Deputies B J In addition, Captain felt he knew who the involved parties 
were, he knew that this department has steps in place to handle situations like this and is fully 
capable of handling such an incident.

Witness went down a few steps and then turned to face up the 
stairway to keep any other deputy personnel from getting involved. Prior to turning away, 
Witness [kaw Deputy J throwing repeated punches but could not tell who or where 
exactly they were landing. Witness also saw Deputy [fon his knees covering his 
head with his hands and arms. 


IAB investigators conducted a follow-up interview regarding Witness [actions and 
observations during this incident. The purpose of this interview was not to have Witness J 
retell his story, but to present him with information gleaned from other interviews and ask 
clarifying questions. This interview was audio recorded and the verbatim transcript is included 
in this investigation.

Witness HE -imeni and description of the incident during this interview was esseniially 
the same as he provided to ICIB investigators.

Captain E fe: that there were enough people on the landing involved in breaking up the 
fight. Therefore, he did not go to the middle platform and get involved. Captain I 
attempted to keep other personnel from going down to the middle landing. 


Captain [il reiterated that he did not have contact with Montebello police officers. Captain 
Harris had not been promoted to Captain at the time of the incident and Captain [J was the 
ranking officer at the scene.

Witness BE =s asked f he thought an unknown person had assaulted a deputy 

(Subject Delgado being the deputy that was assaulted) and he replied yes. Witness 

was asked if he took any action to identify the assailant or take him into custody. Witness 
aid he did not, because his priority was to get everyone downstairs and off the 

landing. 


Witness JM said he then saw Subject land he pushed him telling Subject 
Ho leave.

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Witness Bk ac he eventually went outside on the upper landing, and began speaking to 
Deputy Ban Deputy J He said he also saw Deputy standing on the 
upper landing, and he appeared intoxicated. He saic that moments later he heard a 
commotion coming from the stairs. He said he looked downstairs and saw a group of people 
“holding on to each other.” Witness [said he ran down the stairs, and saw Deputy 
Delgado bieeding from his nose and mouth. 


Witness B2 he took hold of Deputy Delgado and pulled him away from the crowd of 
people. He said Deputy Delgado told him, “I’m okay, I’m cool,” but he seemed “out of it.” He 
said he then heard people shouting, “Go home, go home.”

when the fight cee Witness] said he had a conversation with Deputy 


prior to the fight and noticed had been drinking based on him “slurring some of his words.” 
Witness [said he had his back to the middle landing, when he heard loud arguing 
coming from that area (approximately 20 people - all men). He turned and saw Captain J 
go toward the landing, and asked what was going on. He heard, “It's a fight. It’s a fight.” He 
saw one big guy (later identified as Deputy Delgado) throwing punches. He said Captain I 
was right in the middie of the fight trying to break it up. 


Witness [assumed it was the people from another private party fighting with deputies.

Prior to going to the party, a group of deputies, includin 
Witness et at Deputy [MY residence. He said that Deputies MEN 
nc ere present at Deputy [J home before they went to the 


“Quiet Cannon.” While at Deputy IE home they drank maybe one beer each 


Witness B20 thoy arrived to the party after dinner had been already served. He said 
that during the party everyone was getting along with no problems. He said that several 
people from the party became involved in an argument with people attending another party 
nearby. 
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The argument occurred outside, between both banquet rooms. He said that the argument 
ended quickly and he went back inside the banquet room. A short time later he heard several 
people shouting, and he heard one person scream, “There's a fight, deputies are fighting.” He 
said he then walked back outside and saw a “scuffle” in the middie of the stairway. He said he 
saw Deputy Delgado bleeding from his nose and mouth. Witness BE aic he took hold of 
Deputy Delgado, but heard someone shout out, “Let him go, let him go.” Witness MEME: +< 
he did not know what was occurring, so he let go of Deputy Delgado. He said he then saw 
Deputy SB screaming.” He said he approached her and took hold of her. He said he then 
began asking her what was going on. Witness] said she told him, “Let me go,” and she 
pushed his hands away. He said another person then took hold of her. 


Witness S 2c he did not actually witness the fight, and is not sure who was involved. 
He said that besides Deputy Delgado, he also observed that Deputy | appeared to be 
injured. He said it appeared that Deputy M a sustained an injury to his left eye. 
Witness [said that when he took hold of Deputy Delgado, he (Delgado) did not appear 
to be intoxicated. He said he heard Deputy Delgado say, ‘I’m sorry sir, but | got hit, | got hit.” 
He said Deputy Detgado was talking to Captain B 


Witness Bk ic he saw the Montebello Police Department arrive on scene. He said he 
heard an officer tell them that they could not leave, but a Montebello Sergeant told them to 
leave. He said he left with the same two people he arrived with, one of which was Deputy 
Delgado. 


Witness said that Deputy Delgado later told him that he had been “sucker punched” by 
Deputy He said that he was told that an argument had ensued between Depuiy 
Vasquez, and deputies from the 3000 floor.

“thrown the first punch.”

He was on the upper 
landing while people were socializing and smoking cigars. He was standing outside of the 
Cannoneer room next to the door (Refer to copy of photograph of upper landing, IAB 
interview picture #1.) Deputy J said he saw a male, white, exit the Cannoneer Room 
and get into a verbal argument with a “very drunk male Asian,” from the VIP Room. After a 
brief time, several males from the VIP party escorted the drunken male back into the VIP party. 


IAB Note: Deputy [IJ said he heard a female had her buttocks 
groped by a male earlier in the evening. He was unsure which 
party the involved were attending, but heard the female might 
have been a deputy’s wife (It was later confirmed, through witness’ 
statements, that Deputy | had been involved in 
the “buttocks” groping). 


Deputy HE s2ic he continued standing on the upper landing after the verbal argument 
ended, when he heard an unidentified male voice yell out, “Oh Shit, they're fighting.” Deputy 
HE said, “| saw almost everybody run downstairs. The only people that were left behind 
were some females.” When he reached the middle landing, (Refer to copy of photograph of 
middle landing, IAB interview picture #2) he saw “bodies moving back and forth, people 
being shoved back and forth.”

Witness Es assigned to Men's Central Jail / Visiting. Witness |} was

Deputy [J attended the Christmas party arriving at Quiet Cannon sometime between 
1930 and 2000 hours.

Deputy BE =v there were between ten and 
fifteen people standing on the top landing, and he heard someone shout, “They're fighting!” 
Deputy [J looked down the stairway landing and saw between ten and twelve people 
standing on the middle landing, involved in a scuffle. Deputy said he assumed 
deputies were involved in a fight with guests from the other party. 


Deputy J said he went down to the middle landing and saw Captain ear to 


separate two people involved in a fight. As he got closer, Deputy, could see Captain 
HE attempting to pull Deputy Delgado off of another individual. Deputy EE said 
Captain [las facing west and was trying to stand between Deputy Deigado and the other 
individual. Deputy Delgado was attempting to grab the other person on an unspecified part of 
his body. te uty M said the other individual was facing south and was bent forward at 
the waist, covering his head with his forearms.

HE aici that she later learned that the man crouched on the floor was EEE E =< 
that she spoke with [that evening, earlier in the party, because she did not remember 
him from when she previously was assigned to the facility from GB through 

said she later learned the man with the “busted” eye was ES 


HE aid that a down to the middle landing to break up the fight, his cigar still in his 
mouth, along with several other people, but the fighting parties reached over them. Haid 
that she became focused on trying to get Hit. come back up the landing because she was 
worried that he would get hurt. was yelling for the parties to stop fighting, but they did not 
comply. 


Hic acterized what she saw as all the parties fighting with each other. 


The parties were momentarily pulled apart, but tempers flared and the fight was back on. A 
female was punched during the fight, but kid not see it, She heard about the female 
being punched later on. [said that she went back towards the [J Room and told 
lo go help, that there was a fight. She got inside the room and told [I 
hat there was a fight outside and he needed to go help. [seemed to be in shock 

for a moment, before he went outside. 


HEE said she did not interject herself into the fight because it was men fighting and she was 
dressed in her party dress, and that the guys had been drinking alcohol. [said that she 
had no intention of getting into the fight, to break it up. 


Bc that she didn't think that any one particular supervisor had a handle on the 
situation, which she characterized as total “chaos.” 


HER aic' that she got her sweater and her prize that she won in the raffle from inside the 
banquet room because she just wanted fo ieave. 
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She did not leave. She stayed inside the banquet room and the situation settled down outside. 
She did not speak with the responding Montebello Police Department officers. [said that 
she saw the helicopter overheard and two police cars pull up, but did not see any officers get 
out of the cars. 


Haid that she did not ask any of the parties if they needed medical attention or inquire 
about how they were going to get home. 


Hic not think that this incident could have been an incident of Workplace Violence. She 
speculated that it was a matter of “machismo” and that if the guys who came alone came with 
dates instead, things wouldn’t have gotten out of hand. The involved parties would have 
behaved better. 


Hs aid that she did not remember seeing M- ter the incident, aside from being 
with him at the top of the landing when the fight broke out, before she went back inside the 
Room. 


HE aid that she went down the stairs after the fight was over. She stayed another hour to 
hour and half about forty minutes of which she sat in [car with her head back, eyes 
closed, listening to KNX on the car radio. [said that she got up for work that morning at 
0330 hours and she was very tired by the time they left the party. 


Witness is a bonus deputy assigned to Men’s Central Jail / Jail Liaison. 
Witness as interviewed by ICIB investigators regarding his actions and observations 
during this incident. This interview was audio recorded and a copy of the verbatim transcript is 
included in this investigation.

punched” (Refer to transcript page 5).

HE aic he inquired to see if they were okay and how they were going to get home. 


Witness B20 he saw Montebello PD arrive. He heard Capiain Bite! a Montebello 
PD officer that “Everything's okay,” that it was just deputies and no reason for them to be there 
(Refer to transcript page 6). Witness [said a Montebello police officer contacted 
Deputy [J and asked him if he needed paramedics and Deputy [I toid the officer 
“no.” 
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Witness [indicated that everyone began dispersing in different directions and he left. 


Witness BE is a cusiody assistant assigned to Men’s Central Jail / 3000 Floor 
Relief. Witness was interviewed by ICIB investigators regarding his actions and 
observations during this incident. This interview was audio recorded and_a_copy of the 
verbatim transcript is included in this investigation. For a summary of Witness interview 
with ICIB refer to the Supplemental Report located in the criminal case book (Volume 3, 
Exhibit A, page 71).

Witness [i igen bis iE PE Witness Ere part of 
the organizers for the MCJ party. After dancing with his [Witness Ij Hand his wife 
were sitting at their table when the liaison for the Quiet Cannon came to their table, telling 
them of a fight. The staff member led them outside of their hall. Looking down a staircase, 
Witness [I saw numerous people separating a group of people. He said he did not see 
a fight, only deputies being separated. Witness B I only recognized Deputy Delgado, 
who was pulled back by three unknown deputies. He saw Deputy If being pulled back by 
two unknown deputies and she was yelling out, “That’s fucked up. That's wrong.” 


Witness saw Deput standing in the crowd and asked him what happened. 
He then saw his (Witness Witness [Fun down the stairs, so he 
followed in an attempt to stop her. He did not recognize any other familiar faces. He said 


there was another hall adjacent to theirs, and he believes some of the on-lookers were from 
that party. He estimated 20-25 total people were in and around the incident 


Witness [ij IK id not witness or hear of any disputes or incidents before or after dinner 
leading up to the fight, nor did he know of any disputes or tensions between 3000 floor and 
Visiting. 


Witness [Ms a deputy assigned to Men’s Central Jail / Operations. Witness 
Has interviewed by ICIB investigators regarding her actions and observations during this 
incident. This interview was audio recorded and a copy of the verbatim transcript is included in 
this investigation.

Witness as sitting at a table when a Quiet Cannon empioyee advised her there was a 
fight outside. Witness ME went outside (top landing) and saw a group of people pushing 
and shoving on the middie landing. Witness|fstarted to go down the stairs to the middle 
landing and she saw the group begin to separate and go down the stairs to the street level. 


While standing on the middle landing, Witness! saw Deputy Delgado_was being pushed 
away. Witness also saw Deputy being held up by three deputies and she 
assumed Deputy was drunk. 
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Witness hen went back upstairs to the Cannoneer Room. A short time later, Deputy 
returned for his raffle prize and she saw Deputy Man Deputy i. She 
noticed Deputy [left eye was injured. 


Witness ae a bonus deputy assigned to Training Division / Academy Staff 
Instructor. Witness was interviewed by ICIB investigators regarding her actions and 
observations during this incident. This interview was audio recorded and a copy of the 
verbatim transcript is included in this investigation.

Witness [Was inside the Cannoneer Room when an unknown male came in and said 
there is a fight going on outside. Witness| said she went outside and saw a fight down 
the stairs on the middle landing. Witness| saw what appeared to be a male, wearing a 
white shirt, with blood on his shirt moving backwards. The same male then moved forward, 
aggressively toward another male that was wearing a black shirt. Witness BE ai¢ what 
she saw was more of a pushing match with several others trying to separate the individuals. 
Witness [said she does not know any of the parties involved. 


Witness is a Custody Assistant assigned to Men’s Central Jail. Witness 

was interviewed by ICIB investigators regarding her actions and observations during 
this incident. This interview was audio recorded and a copy of the verbatim transcript is 
included in this investigation.

Witness [vas on the top landing outside of the banquet room smoking with several 
people, including Deputy {J when she heard a commotion below her. [heard a 
fight and turned to see several people fighting on the middle landing of the stairwell. 


HERB a several punches being thrown by numerous people. saw Captain 
HEM go down the stairs and attempt to break up the fight. said she saw a male 
Hispanic, which she described as crouched down on his knees, hunched over trying to cover 
his head as several people continued to throw punches at him. was unable to say 
who was throwing the punches; however, she saw several males punching. EEE stated 
that she saw at least one kick to the head area of the person on the ground, but could not 
identify who actually kicked. 


oe atin one of the subjects punching as a tall, muscular individual. saw 
Captain 


holding this individual back. 
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The fight was broken up on the middle landing and people started moving down the stairs 
toward the ground level. Once at the bottom of the stairs, the people who had broken up the 
fight started coming back up stairs. [EE said another fight broke out, which consisted of 
seven or eight people. 


Witness [I MMs a deputy assigned to Men’s Central Jail/Clinic. Witness BEM 
was interviewed by ICIB investigators regarding his actions and observations during this 
incident.

Deputy [Bad he arrived at the Christmas party after 1900 hours. He said he was at 
the top of the stairs talking with some co-workers when he heard a commotion. He turned 
around and saw 12 to 15 people involved in a fight. He said it looked like they were climbing 
over each other fo get in the middle of the actual circle. Deputy said he ran to the 
commotion and tried to assist in breaking it up. He grabbed Deputy by his arms and 
pulled him from the group. He said Deputy responded by felling him to get off of him. 
Deputy m  . Deputy arrived and told him to go back to the top of the 
stairs. Deputy said he did not see anyone throw any punches, but saw that Deputy 


Delgado had blood coming from his lip. 


Witness [EE is 2 deputy assigned to Men's Central Jai! / 3000 floor. Deputy [J 
was interviewed by ICIB investigators regarding his actions and observations during this 
incident. This interview was audio recorded and a copy of the verbatim transcript is included in 
this investigation. For a summary of Witness [finterview with ICIB refer to the 
Supplemental Report, which is located in the criminal case book (Volume 3, Exhibit A, page 
98). For the complete and detailed statement refer to the verbatim transcript and/or digital 
audio file. 


IAB investigators conducted a follow-up interview regarding, Deputy [factions and 
observations during this incident. The purpose of this interview was not to have Witness 

retell his story, but to present him with information gleaned from other interviews and ask 
clarifying questions. This interview was audio recorded and the verbatim transcript is included 
in this investigation. For Witness] complete and detailed statement, refer to the 
verbatim transcript and/or digital audio file. 


HER iterated essentially the same information he relayed during his [CIB interview. 
When he was asked if he knew the deputies who were relieved of duty, he said he did. He 
said that he knows most of them by first and last name. However, some of them only by last 
name, and or sight. 


He said he was in the “Cannoneer Room’ when ihe fight broke out. He was conversing with 
someone when he overheard a male voice say that deputies were fighting. 
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He did not know who made the statement or if it was department employee or not. He said 
that he went out to help, and passed several people whe were looking over the railing. He 
could not tell who they were, as he only saw the backs of their heads. He saw people on the 
middle landing, but no fighting was happening. By the time he got down to the bottom of the 
stairs, the fight was over. 


Deputy [I was asked if he had directed Deputy | away from the Montebello Police 
Officers because she was being disruptive to them, he said, “Yes.” When asked if he saw 
Deputy [BB with any injuries he said, “No.” When asked if he had seen her get hit, he said, 
“No.” He was asked if Deputy [had told him she had been hit, he said, “No.” Deputy 
HEM asked if when he was escorting Deputy I if they ever talked about anything, 
he said, "No, weil. . . I just said let's go back | need to go pick up my PS3, ] asked her how she 
was doing | think and | mean that was the extent of it. It was nothing.” 


When he was asked if she was upset or calm, he stated, “Actually when I said, | mentioned 
something about the PS3 and me winning and | want to co get it make sure no one takes it, 
she smiled so she, | guess she was fine after that. I mean that would be my impression.” 


IAB Note: Deputy Zz ICIB and IAB statements contradict what was told by 
Deputy and others. Deputy I stated that Deputy 
was close, within 2-3 feet, of Deputy Andrade and herself when 
Deputy Andrade struck her in the face. As soon as Deputy 
was punched, Deputy I immediately walked over and grabbed 
her by shoulder and pulled her away.

When asked about if they talked about the incident on the way home, he said that they both 
asked each cther what happened. Neither of them knew what took place. Deputy B only 
saw the injuries to Deputy [fend Subject Delgado 


Witness MM is a deputy assigned to Men’s Central Jail/3000 Floor. Witness BEN 
was interviewed by [CIB investigators regarding his actions and observations during this 
incident. This interview was audio recorded and a copy of the verbatim transcript is included in 
this investigation. For a summary of Witness [interview with ICIB refer to the 
Supplemental Report, which is located in the criminal case book (Volume 3, Exhibit A, page 
91).

When asked if 
he noticed anything about him, he said he was “pretty buzzed.” When questioned about where 
he was outside the banquet room, he said he was on the upper landing. He was asked how 
many people were outside the banquet rooms. He said that it was “pretty crowded, with 
approximately 30 people 


IAB NOTE: There were two parties taking place. Both banquet rooms share 
the landing as a “Smoking Area.” 


could not recall everybody he spoke to on the landing, but did recall talking with 

nd EE said he thought he saw Captains [anc ere on the 

upper landing. When asked if Deputy Delgado was there, he stated, “You know whai sir, | 

can't recall seeing him up there.” When asked if he saw Deputy up there he stated, “I 

can't recall seeing him up there.” When asked if he saw Sergeant . ao did not 
recall seeing him. 


Deputy Hi wes asked what took place on the middle landing. He said, he was not sure 
when it started or how it started, but was on the upper landing. When asked what he saw, he 
stated, “When everybody started you know, saying, hey you know there’s something going on 
down there. | was just you know, a lot of people down on the middle landing and it just 
seemed like a big crowd and | don’t remember seeing any punches being thrown...“ 


B: -c ne remembered seeing Deputy Delgado with a bloody lip and Deputy Jon 
the floor with his forearms on the floor and on his knees.”

This interview was audio recorded and a copy of the verbatim transcript is included in this 
investigation.

Witness said she was on the top landing when a fight broke out on the middle landing. 
Witness saw one male (NFD) hitting another male (NFD) approximately three or four 
times. Witness said she saw a second fight on the opposite side of the landing. 
Witness aid there were a lot of people on the landing and it was hard to distinguish 
those that were fighting from those that were trying to break them up. 
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Witness [J (This witness requested to remain anonymous) was interviewed by 
ICIB investigators regarding this incident. This interview was audio recorded and a copy of 
the verbatim transcript is included in this investigation. For a summary of Witness 

interview with ICIB refer to the Supplemental Report, which is located in the criminal case book 
(Volume 3, Exhibit A, page 142). For the complete and detailed statement refer to the 
verbatim transcript and/or digital audio file. 


Witness aid was at a party being held in the “VIP Room” on the night of the incident 
Witness aid he noticed a fight on the middle landing of the staircase and observed 
two male subjects holding a male subject with a black shirt, down. Another male subject was 
hitting the ma in the black shirt while he was being held. Witness] observed another 
male crouched on floor in a fetal position while other males punched and kicked the individual 
on the ground. Witness EEE described the individuals kicking and punching the male on 
the ground, as three or four white or Hispanic males wearing shirts and ties or suits. 


During a follow up interview with Witness CIB showed Witness | several 
“six-pack photo line-ups” and got more information. Witness | identified Deputy 

as a subject that attempted to get into their party in the VIP Room the rear door 
several times. He also identified Subject I es one the individuals he saw throwing 
punches in the fight. 


Witness om attended another party in the “VIP Room” adjacent to the MCJ party. 
Witness vas interviewed by ICIB investigators regarding this incident This 
interview was audio recorded and a copy of the verbatim transcript is included in this 
investigation. For a summary of Witness BE icici with CIB refer to the 
Supplemental Report, which is located in the criminal case book (Volume 3, Exhibit A, page 
127). For the complete and detailed statement refer to the verbatim transcript and/or digital 
audio file. 


Mr. (Eas attending a Christmas party that was faking place in an adjacent banquet 
hall. When asked if he saw any altercations or fights, he said he did when he was leaving. He 
was in the parking lot and saw the fight from a distance of approximately 50-60 feet. He said 
the fight took place on the middle landing of the stairs. There were approximately 12-15 
people involved. He said they were “socking’ the old bald guy. He described him as wearing 
a white polo shirt and he was wearing suspenders. When asked what he saw he said,"A 
bruise of his left eye.” He said he could not really see who was hitting the bald guy, but they 
were white or Hispanic. He said that while the fight was going on, five or six people came to 
break itup. He also said he saw people fighting on the other side of the stair case. 


He was only able to describe one of the individuals involved. He described him as Hispanic, 
short, with a bloody nose, and wearing a black polo shirt and black pants. He did not stay to 
see how the fight ended because his friend had arrived to give him a ride home. 


He said that both the shorter person he described was fighting, and the other “bald” person, 
were being hit. 
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Mr. [Eves shown several pictures. He identified the “bald” person in the photo line- 
up “A.” He also said the person in photo line-up “C” resembled the person wearing 
suspenders, which is the same person as the “bald” person. 


He identified a person in photo lineup “L” as the short Hispanic person with the bloody nose. 


Witness [MM attenced another party in the “VIP Room” adjacent to the MCJ 
party. Witness [EEE was interviewed by ICIB investigators regarding this incident. This 
interview was audio recorded and a copy of the verbatim transcript is included in this 
investigation. For a summary of Witness] interview with ICIB refer to the Supplemental 
Report, which is located in the criminal case book (Volume 3, Exhibit A, page 130). For the 
complete and detailed statement refer to the verbatim transcript and/or digital audio file. 


Witness [I said he was present during the time of the disturbance and saw a portion of the 
fight that occurred on the staircase. Witness iE looked out the banquet room window and 
saw approximately four to six people involved in a fight, and several other people were trying 
to break up the fight. Witness E: he saw two separate fights. Mr could only 
describe the individuals involved in the fight as being Caucasian and Hispanic, and wearing 
suits. He also recalled seeing a male Caucasian dressed in a suit choking and hitting a male 
Hispanic. He stated the male Caucasian had short black hair 


Witness J) saw a second male Caucasian who was on the ground being kicked by 
unknown persons. Mr. Bk 2i he could not identify any of the individuals involved in the 
fight. See the Transcription Book for his interview for further details. 


Witness ttended another party in the “VIP Room” adjacent to the MCJ party. 
Witness as interviewed by ICIB investigators regarding this incident. This interview 


was audio recorded and a copy of the verbatim transcript is included in this investigation. For 
a summary of Witness BE tcrviow with ICIB refer to the Supplemental Report, which is 
located in the criminal case book (Volume 3, Exhibit A, page 126).

Witness Bk 2c¢ she witnessed the fight from the south facing windows of the "V.LP. 
Room.” From this vantage point, Ms. said she saw three to four individuals fighting. 
Witness [described one of the individuals involved in the fight as a male White, wearing a 
white short sleeved shirt, approximately 5°08" to 5'09", with a bald head. Witness [could 
only describe the three other individuals involved in the fight as being male Hispanics, wearing 
dark clothing, approximately 5'08" to 5'09", with athletic builds. Witness [saw several 
other peapie holding the three male Hispanics back from the male White. 


Witness [kaw a second fight at the bottom of the staircase (street level), which involved 
one of the previous male Hispanics and a female Hispanic. Witness [saw the male 
Hispanic push the female Hispanic in the face. Witness [said she would not be able to 
identify any of the participants if she saw them again. 
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Witness ME:n another party in the “VIP Room” adjacent to the MCJ party. 
Witness [was interviewed by ICIB investigators regarding this incident. This interview 
was audio recorded and a copy of the verbatim transcript is included in this investigation. For 
a summary of Witness [iifinterview with ICIB refer to the Supplemental Report, which is 
located in the criminal case book (Volume 3, Exhibit A, page 130). For the complete and 
detailed statement refer to the verbatim transcript and/or digital audio file. 


When asked if he saw any altercations or fights he said he did. When asked what he saw, he 
stated, “There was a bunch of people and they were shoving and pushing each other and it got 
really aggressive and then they started throwing punches at each other.” Mr. Hs aia there 
were about eight or nine people involved, and added, “There was actually two people fighting 
and the others just holding each other back.” MM cescribed the two people involved as, “...1 
know one of them was wearing a white, long sleeved and he was white and the other guy was 
a little bit smaller than the guy in the white. That’s about all, that’s all | remember.” He could 
only describe the second person as wearing black. [said he did not believe he could 
identify anyone if shown photographs 


Mr. Hives asked if he saw any kneeing, or kicking. He said he did not see that take place. 
When asked if he saw any weapons involved he said he did not, and that it was basically a fist 
fight. 


Witness [J (This witness was adamant that she remain anonymous) was interviewed 
by ICIB investigators regarding this incident. Witness requested that this interview not 
be recorded.

HE attended a party at the “VIP Room” and observed a portion of the fight. [JE saw 
several subjects on the middle landing of the staircase fighting. She said she was concerned, 
because she knew they were police officers and was fearful that guns may be involved. 

said she went into the bathroom and dialed “91%” to report the incident.

Office] was interviewed by ICIB investigators regarding his actions 
and observations on the night of this incident. This interview was audio recorded and a coj 
of the verbatim transcript is included in this investigation. For a summary of |

{Volume 3, Exhibit A, page 55). For the complete and detailed statement refer to the 
verbatim transcript and/or digital audio file. 


Officer [J responded to a radio call regarding a fight at the location. Officer [I 
observed some subjects being held back by others and there was some pushing and yelling. 
Officer J was contacted by [ho told him the incident involved deputies and 
that Sheriff Department personnel would handle the incidert internally. 


Witness [ET is a Montebello police officer that responded to the location on the 
night of the incident. Officer [NN was interviewed by ICIB investigators regarding his 
actions and observations on the night of this incident. This interview was audio recorded and a 
copy of the verbatim transcript is included in this investigation. For a summary of Officer 

interview with ICIB refer to the Supplemental Report located in the criminal case 
book (Volume 3, Exhibit A, page 56). For the complete and detailed statement refer to the 
verbatim transcript and/or digital audio file. 


Officer MJ responded to a radio call regarding a fight at the location. Officer MEM 
saw a group of males arguing with each other. One subject told him the incident was “mutual 
combat.” 


Witness = r] is a Montebello police officer that responded to the location on the night 
of the incident. Officer] was interviewed by ICIB investigators regarding her actions and 
observations on the night of this incident. 
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This interview was audio recorded and a copy of the verbatim transcript is included in this 
investigation. For a summary of Officer interview with ICIB refer to the Supplemental 
Report located in the criminal case book (Volume 3, Exhibit A, page 54).

On February 9, 2011, Montebello Police Officer I was re-interviewed in a 
conference room at the Montebello Police Department by Sergeants Laura Haynes and Dinah 
Grote from the Internal Affairs Bureau, to provide additional information regarding possible 
identification of employees. 


Officer J was provided a copy of a photograph depicting the area where she was first 
contacted by the group of males, (Refer to Transcriptions section, under IAB Interview #2) 
as well as photographs of employees to identify who she might have come in contact with. 
After reviewing several photographs of employees provided to her, Officer Hl wes unable to 
positively identify the male that approached her and identified himself as the Captain. She did 
identify M MMs the employee that acknowledged Officer Rs well as the 
person accompanying the male identifying himself as the Captain. 


Witness [EEE is a Montebello police officer that responded to the location on the night 
of the incident. Officer] was interviewed by ICIB investigators regarding his actions and 
observations on the night of this incident. This interview was audio recorded and a copy of the 
verbatim transcript is included in this investigation. For a summary of Officer [lf interview 
with ICIB refer to the Supplemental Report located in the criminal case book {Volume 3, 
Exhibit A, page 51). For the complete and detailed statement refer to the verbatim transcript 
and/or digital audio file. 


Officer [I saw a group of individuals being corralled by another male individual. He did not 
have any contact with deputy personnel. 


Witness [J is a Montebello police officer, and he wrote the initial crime report for this 
incident. Officer | | was interviewed by ICIB investigators regarding his actions and 
observations in response to this incident. This interview was audio recorded and a copy of the 
verbatim transcript is included in this investigation. For a summary of Officer [interview 
with ICIB refer to the Supplemental Report located in the criminal case book (Volume 3, 
Exhibit A, page 57). For the complete and detailed statement refer to the verbatim transcript 
and/or digital audio file. 


When Deputy [Mas interviewed by Officer J, Deputy J icentified several 
deputies as assaulting him. 


IAB Note: When Deputy B-s interviewed by ICIB he was did not 
positively identify any of the subjects. 
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Witnesses I TE on MII +-+ police officers that were 


working as pilovobservers in the helicopter unit. They did not observe the altercation, or have 
contact with any personnel. They were interviewed by ICIB investigators regarding their 
actions and observations of this incident. The interviews were audio recorded and a copy of 
the verbatim transcript is included in this investigation. For a summary of their interviews with 
ICIB refer to the Supplemental Report in the criminal case book (Volume 3, Exhibit A, page 
56). For their complete and detailed statements refer to the verbatim transcript and/or digital 
audio file. 


EMPLOYEE WITNESSES 

The following individuals are department employees that either attended the Christmas party 
or purchased a ticket for the party. These individuals were interviewed by ICIB and the 
interviews were audio recorded. Those listed here either did not attend the party, left prior to 
the incident; were present but did not observe the incident; or saw a small portion of the 
incident but could not add any pertinent information to the investigation, with regard to the 
assault. For each of their complete and detailed statements refer to the verbatim transcript 
and/or digital audio file. 
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CIVILIAN WITNESSES 

The following individuals are civilian witnesses that may have been guest at the MCJ party, 
employees of Quiet Cannon or attended another party. These individuais were interviewed by 
ICIB and the interviews were audio recorded. Those listed here either were not present during 
the incident; were present but did not observe the incident; or saw a limited portion of the 
incident, but could not add any pertinent information to the investigation. For each of their 
complete and detailed statements refer to the verbatim transcript and/or digital audio file. 
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FOLLOW UP WITH SUPERVISORS 


This was a unit Christmas Party and by definition a ‘workplace environment.” Several 
department supervisors were in attendance at the party. Several Supervisors were still 
present at the time of the altercation, some involved in breaking it up, and some were present 
immediately following the altercation. 


Throughout the course of the criminal investigation, numerous supervisors were interviewed. 
Internal Affairs Bureau conducted follow-up interviews to garner additional facts with regard to 
the actions each of them took, specifically pertaining to the fight, and areas related to the fight. 
The areas covered are outlined below: 


« Supervisor observation and handling of department personne! under the influence. 

e Supervisor knowledge of and response to an altercation involving department 
personnel. 

+ Supervisor knowledge of department personnel impaired by alcohol and driving.

IAB investigators conducted a follow-up interview regarding, Witness BE -ctions and 
observations during this incident. The purpose of this interview was not to have Witness 
Hii ete!! her story, but to present ask clarifying questions. This interview was audio 
recorded and the verbatim transcript is included in this investigation. For Witness [J 
complete anc detailed statement, refer to the verbatim transcript and/or digital audio file. 


HE 2d two glasses of wine while she was at the party. She was unarmed. 


E-o that during the party, during the raffle, she noticed one male who seemed 
particularly intoxicated. He was being held up by his friends and had a beer bottle tipped up as 
he guzzled. She did not know who that male was. She took no action in regard to her 
observation, nor did she point the individual out to any supervisors from Men’s Central Jail. 
She did not know if that person became involved in the fight later in the evening 


HE aid she did not interject herself into the fight because it was men fighting and she was 
dressed in her party dress, and that the guys had been drinking alcohol. 
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HEM 2ic that she had no intention of getting into the fight, to break it up. [said that 
she didn't think that any one particular supervisor had a handle on the situation, which she 
characterized as “total chaos.” 


HEM ic’ that she got her sweater and her prize that she won in the raffle from inside the 
banquet room because she just wanted to leave. She did not leave, but stayed inside the 
banquet room until the situation settled down outside. She did not speak with the responding 
Montebello Police Department officers. Bsa: that she saw the helicopter overhead and 
two police cars pull up, but did not see any officers get out of the cars 


HEME said that she did not ask any of the parties if they needed medical attention or inquire 
about how they were going to get home. [EE did not think that this incident could have been 
an incident of Workplace Violence. She speculated that it was a matter of “machismo,” and 
that if the guys who came alone came with dates instead. things wouldn't have gotten out of 
hand. The involved parties would have behaved better. 


Witness [EB aic that upon learning that deputies were fighting, he immediately 
responded to the area of the fight and began taking action to stop the fight. Once the fighting 
was stopped. Witness [ecting as the Unit Commander, weighed the information he had 
and made decisions based on what he knew at that moment. The management of “Quiet 
Cannon” was yelling for everyone to leave. Witness J felt that the management wanted 
everyone to leave, and he knew who the involved parties were, so he cooperated with Quiet 
Cannon employees in getting everyone to leave. 


Based on what Witness [knew of this incident and his knowledge of department 
resources, he determined that the Sheriff's Department was best suited to handle this incident. 
According to Witness [Deputy nd Deputy roy ned did not appear to be 
serious. Both Deputy and Deputy} told Witness that they did not want any 
medical treatment, and that they just wanted to go home. 


Witness [felt that notifying units such as IAB and/or ICIB for a roll-out would not have been 
the best utilization of department personne! and resources. Witness also considered the 
time of night and the fact that calling out other units would have caused dozens of off duty 
personnel that had been in a party environment, to have to wait around for hours until the 
teams arrivec, which he did not feel was a good decision 


Contemporaneous to the incident, Captain [called Custody Division Commander Eric 
Parra to make notification; however, Commander Parra cid not answer his phone. Captain 
We sent Commander Parra an email, from his phone, asking the commander to call him 
“ASAP.” When he could not contact Commander Parra, Captain caica Custody Division 
Chief Dennis Burns and made notification. 


Witness kaid that after seeing the extent of Deputy and Deputy I injuries 


the following day, his only regret was that he did not “insist” on the deputies being medically 
treated that night. 
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Witness [ was interviewed regarding the criminal portion of this incident by 
ICIB_ personnel, and the interview was audio recorded. For ICIB's summary of Witness 
ne see the Supplemental Report in the criminal case book (Volume 3, 
Exhibit A, page 88). For the complete and detailed statement refer to the verbatim transcript 
included in this investigation and/or the digital audio file. 


During the ICIB interview Witness] stated that as she was leaving she saw what 
appeared to be a serious conversation on the middie landing with several deputies. Witness 
ey assumed that it was deputies handling deputy issues. Witness [I ao no 
indication that an incident such as this would have erupted. 


During her JAB interview said that after the fact, she was made aware that a 
sergeant had approached the group and told them to tone it down a little bit.

| left the party around 2300 hours, prior to the fight. 


isos said that to her knowledge, the rivalry between housing areas is more a matter of 
pride than anything else. There was a flag football game, a “turkey tussle”, wherein 2000 
played a game against 3000. There are sometimes basketball competitions, things of that 
nature, nothing antagonistic. 


HM s aig that as she left, she sa land lon the 
upper landing with their wives. There were a few deputies there too. said she saw a 
group of four deputies on the middle landing. Subj , Deputy and two other 
unidentified deputies were on the middle landing. said as she neared them, they 
stopped talking and told her good night. She described the mood of their conversation as 
“tense,” although she had no idea what they were talking about. She did not feel the need to 
inquire. She never imagined that it could have been something that would have resulted in a 
physical fight. aid that she said goodnight to them because she was walking past 
them. said that two of the four had their backs up against the railing ae 


his back to the stairs. 


HE said that it just seemed like a tense conversation to her, she could feel the tension. 
She hugged them goodbye, but did not smell alcohol on either Delgado or 

said that they were drinking, but she did not think that they were intoxicated. She did not know 
who the other two deputies were. They were 5'08” to 5'09” with shaved heads. 


She worked PM shift the following afternoon, the day after the party. Her phone started to 
“plow up” with people calling her to inquire about the fight. -i that what she heard 
was all hearsay and she did not have enough information to form her own opinion about why 
the fight happened. E] said that given it was a physical altercation at a work-related 
social event, and then it couid have been considered a case of Workplace Violence. 
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Witness [J was the MCJ Operations Lieutenant the night of the fight. He stated 
that upon learning of an altercation involving deputies he quickly assessed that there were 
already several people on the platform attempting to separate the involved parties. Witness 
Het that there were enough people on the landing involved in breaking up the fight. 
Therefore, he did not go to the middle platform and get involved. Witness M-e rten to 
keep other personnel from going down to the middle landing. 


Witness [Referred the decisions surrounding this incident to the then MCJ Unit 
Commander, Captain $ Based on the information he had that night, Witness [Felt 
comfortable handling this incident the following moming. Witness ae that the injuries 
he saw on Deputies QJ and QJ did not appear to be serious. After seeing 
photographs of the two deputies and seeing the extent of their injuries, Witness [said he 
wished he would have made sure they received medical attention immediately. 


Once Witness [learned the extent of the injuries to Deputies and he 
began taking action to have the incident handled expeditiously. Witness directed

Hid he had no idea the incident involved deputies fighting with other deputies until 
several days later. Consequently, the idea of possible workplace violence did not enter his 
mind on the evening of the party.

take a police report or think that he was a suspect in a crime that may have occurred in their 
area,” Ce Interview, page 10).

MM listed on both the Employee Injury reports that they had been involved 
in a fight (Exhibit C-3). He said the medical personnel completed the U.S. Healthworks forms 


(Exhibit C-4). [said he did not coach either [or aoui how they 


answered the doctor's questions or what information was written on the medical reports.

isaid the general demeanor of the party was docile until a group of deputies 
that work the 3000 floor at Men’s Central Jail arrived. He described their behavior as loud and 
intimidating; behavior more characteristic of a group of guys drinking at a bar than attending a 
work related Christmas party. 
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HR -o Knowledge of three deputies possibly pounding on the windows of the 
Quiet Canon nightclub and who were subsequently denied access to the club. 


HE Sai from the information he received initially, he thought this was a 
disagreement or argument with maybe some pushing between deputies, and that was it. He 
learned later that the cause of the fight was possibly work related. Even after learning the 
extent of the fight and the injuries, [I withheld any conjecture or opinion about 
whether or not the actions of the deputies involved workplace violence. He said since he has 
not interviewed ali of the parties involved, and there may be many sides to the same story he 
did not want to offer any further opinion. At the direction =e 
memorialized his inquiry into the events of the evening on a memorandum dated December 
11, 2010 (Exhibit C-5). 


During the ccurse of the IAB interview MEMM 2s shown a photograph (Exhibit C-6), 
of several employees who were present at the party. He said he had not seen that particular 
photograph before, but had seen some of the hand gestures made by the deputies pictured in 
the photo in other pictures of the Christmas party

was interviewed by ICIB investigators regarding his actions and observations during this 
incident.

dicated, while at the party, a male waiter from the Quiet Canon facility entered the 
Cannoneer Room, where he (vas seated with Sergeant [ood EI EE 
(Sergeant nd told them, in broken English, something to the effect that your 
friends are described the waiters demeanor as matter-of-fact, so he 
(Has not alarme said he smiled and replied something like, ‘They ain't 
friends of ours,” (EMCE Interview, page 2) because he assumed the fight involved 
partygoers from another event being held in a baliroom next door, which was not Sheriff's 
Department related. 


HE s aid he cid not detect any signs or indications earlier in the evening which made him 


think anything was amiss or that there were any tensions among the Sheriff's Department 
personnel who had attended the party. 
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Consequently, S2 it did not occur to him to get up and go outside to check to see if 
any Sheriff's Department personnel were involved in a fight. 


aid he left the party to go home about ten minutes after being informed of the fight. 
AS left the location and walked down the stairway, he encountered [end bid him 


good night. As| reached the ground level he passed by Biho was walking in the 
opposite direction did not offer any assistance to either supervisor or inquire if his 
help was needed. also saw (whose name he did not know at the time, but 


found out later) at the bottom of the staircase (Volume 2, Exhibits C-1 & C-2). BEE: -i-

He x0 lained his earlier statement that he didn’t want anything to do with it (CIB 
Interview, page 6) as expressing embarrassment that a group of policemen cant attend a 
Christmas party without something happening. id he did not ask either [Ebr 
HMMM they needed his assistance as he left said it looked like the incident was 
basically over and that his help wasn’t needed. explained that at the time of the 
incident he was unsure if deputies were involved so he did not consider the events of the 
evening as possible workplace violence. However, later, after hearing rumors about how the 
fight started end who was involved he thought workplace violence may be involved. 


Witness [EM is 2 sergeant on the department assigned to MCJ. Witness I 
was interviewed by ICIB investigators regarding his actions and observations during this 
incident. This interview was audio recorded and a copy of ihe verbatim transcript is included in 
this investigation. For a summary of Witness interview with ICIB refer to the 
Supplemental Report located in the criminal case book (Volume 3, Exhibit A, page 75). For 
the complete and detailed statement refer to the verbatim transcript and/or digital audio file. 


Sergeant MM left before the fight. Earlier in the evening Sergeant] addressed a 
group of deputies that work the 3000 floor, advising them to keep in mind this was a work 
function and to be mindful of their alcoho! consumption. 


Witness IMs a ficutenant assigned to Mer’s Central Jail. Lieutenant [I 


attended the party with his i M E: before the fight. 


Lieutenant hoced some of his observations from earlier in the evening. He mentioned 
that his wife, [BJ had seen some deputies at the restroom that appeared to be having a 
good time. He took this as they were “pretty liquored up.” He also mentioned that while the 
gifts were being handed out, he saw that the ‘visiting table” was next to the captain's table. He 
stated, “They were well-behaved, quiet, moderate drinking going on.” 


He noticed that there were 2000 floor deputies and some 3000 floor deputies. As the gift 


giving proceeded, he saw six or seven deputies get up and stand along the wall. He noticed 
one of them throwing what he described as “gang signs.” 
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aid that he saw a couple deputies throwing gang signs. When the gift giving was over, 
he said that the 2000 and 3000 deputies made a “stampede” for the bar. 


When asked if he recognized what type of gang signs he saw he stated, “No.” When asked if it 
was the style he stated, “It was the behavior. Seen it on the streets, seen it in the jail, seen it 
throughout my career. | think, like 1 said, | think | mentioned to my wife, they're throwing signs 
over there so.” 


Lieutenant a) said that he has seen deputies do this before utilizing the station numbers. 
He further stated, “I used to work Lynwood. So we'd have the 2-5 signs. Two you know, like a 
2-5 you know. So it’s just the station moniker, but they were, | mean, standing there, feet 
kicked out like they do, kind of hunched over you know, kind of leaning over, and then, 
throwing the sign down and whatever. So a lot of solidarity going on on that side of the room.” 


When asked if there was a difference in what he had seen stations do in the past, compared to 
what he saw that night, he stated, “I would say, | mean I’ve seen stations draw the 2-1, 2-5, 
whatever else, in a gang-ish kind of a parody, so to speak, but this looked just like | was driving 
down the street, | was watching a bunch of thugs. Being, that’s, that’s, | mean that's the best 
way | can look at it. | was looking over there, going, they look like thugs. They didn’t look like 
deputies. They looked like, or emulating that gang-style.” (For the complete and detailed 
statement refer to the verbatim transcript and/or digital audio file). 


MONTEBELLO PD DISCOURTESY ALLEGATION: 


Montebello Police Department responded to a radio call of subjects fighting at the location. 
Officer [J said he attempted to make contact with several subjects, as they were 
walking away, and some of the subjects were uncooperative, belligerent, and used vulgar 
language when addressing the officer 


Witness is a Montebello police officer that responded to the location on the night 
of the incident. Officer [J was interviewed by ICIB investigators regarding his actions and 
observations on the night of this incident. This interview was audio recorded and a copy of the 
verbatim transcript is included in this investigation. For a summary of Officer [J interview 
with ICIB refer to the Supplemental Report located in the criminal case book (Volume 3, 
Exhibit A, page 52). For the complete and detailed statement refer to the verbatim transcript 
and/or digital audio file. 


During his first interview with ICIB, Officer | viewed a “six-pack” photographic line up and 
identified Deputy (rom the photographs, as being the individual that was 
disrespectful to him. ICIB investigators interviewed Officer lJ a second time and he gave 
a physical description of the individual that he alleged was being belligerent. Oficer 
described the subject as a male white approximately 6°00” - 6°01”, 180 Ibs, wearing suit, 
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Deputy [Mis a male white, 6'4" 250 Ibs (according to DMV records). Deputy [I 
was ruled out as the individual, based on the disparity in the physical description. 


On February 7, 2011, at 0502 hours, Montebello Police Officer linc ee | was 
interviewed in a conference room at the Montebello Police Station, by IAB Sergeants Dinah 
Grote and Laura Haynes. 


Officer [I was asked to provide additional information regarding his contact with the 
group of males. He and Officer = arrived simultaneously and he parked his patrol car 
behind Officer J Cicer contacted a group of males near the sidewalk and he saw a 
group of nine or ten males in the street, so he exited his patrol car to detain the males. 


Officer JJ toid the males to hold up so that he (HB could ascertain what had 
occurred. He stated a belligerent maie White, approximately 25-29 years old, told the other 
males, "Let's go, let's go." He then saw a male in the group who looked disheveled with blood 
on his shirt. The male declined medical assistance stating it was a 242 mutual combai, adding 
that they were leaving. 


Officer o the males to hang on until he checked with his partner, Officer] The 
belligerent male then made several comments ("You know this is bullshit... What you gonna 
do, arrest us... This is stupid... We're outta here") then said talk to our sergeant. A male then 
walked over to him and identified himself as a sergeant. The male apologized to Officer 

and stated that he would calm down the group of males while MMMM conducted his 
investigation, so Officer [then walked over to assist Officer MEN 


He stated he had no further contact with the group of males because they had dispersed 
before his return to them. For further regarding his statements made to the Internal Criminal 
Investigators, refer to the Transcriptions section, under "ICIB Interview." 


Officer [Btated his contact with the group of males was approximately 45-60 seconds. 
He said he did not request, nor was he shown any identification or badges from the group of 
males. He said the belligerent male had possibly consumed a few alcoholic drinks, but he did 
not appear to slur his words. It appeared the belligerent male was trying 
to assert dominance by not listening to him ncouraging the other males in the group 
to leave. He felt the male was disrespectful toward him and it appeared that the male did not 
care that he (M2s a police officer. For further regarding his statements made to the 
Internal Affairs Investigators, refer to the Transcriptions section, under "IAB - Interview #1." 


On February 14, 2011, at 0440 hours, Montebello Police Officer BEME- re- 
interviewed in a conference room at the Montebello Police Station, by IAB Sergeants Dinah 
Groie and Laura Haynes. He was provided photographs of the location and of department 
employees. Below is a summary of the interview. Precise wording may be obtained by 
reviewing the digitally audio recorded interview located in [AB's audio files, and/or the verbatim 
transcripts listed under the Transcriptions section of the casebook 
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Officer QM was provided a photograph (Volume 2, Exhibit E-3) of the roadway 
outside of the nightclub at the Quiet Cannon restaurant. He stated that he parked his vehicle 
behind Officer] vehicle near the nightclub’s staircase. He stated this was the area which 
he made contact with the nine or ten males, including the uncooperative male and the male 
sergeant. On the photograph, Officer) depicted the location and position of Officer 
HEB chicle, which he labeled. 


Office vas provided a photograph (Volume 2, Exhibit E-3} taken on the night of the 
party showing a group of 13 males standing on the landing outside of the Cannoneer and VIP 
rooms. He identified the uncooperative male standing the middle of the group, located in the 
back row. Officer JEM circled the face, signed and dated the photograph. 


IAB Note: The male identified in the group photograph is believed to be 
Deputy 


Officer JE identified a male from a copy of a Department of Motor Vehicles (DMV) 
photograph (Volume 2, Exhibit E-3). He stated that although the male’s hair was shorter in 
the DMV photograph, it was the same uncooperative male. Officer Hated, printed and 
signed his name to the DMV photograph 


IAB Note: The male identified in the EEE of Motor Vehicles (DMV) 


photograph is Deputy Deputy SEE physical 
description matches that of the description given to ICIB during 
Officer [second interview. 


In a photograph (Volume 2, Exhibit E-3) taken on the night of the party, Officer [I 
identified the sergeant who took control of the group.

During ICIB’s investigation it was learned through interviews that ai least three male subjects 
went to the wrong door of the Quiet Cannon facility and began banging on the door trying to

= observed these subjects and called them over to him so he could inquire about their 
intended location. 


The three subjects allegedly identified themselves as deputy sheriffs, were rude, discourteous, 
and bumped Witness [J During this encounter, an older well dressed person came to 
where [vas having contact with these three individuals and advised a: he 
would take care to get the three subjects to the right place.

On February 9, 2011, at 1525 hours, i (7 at the Quiet 


Cannon Restaurant, was interviewed at the Quiet Cannon Restaurant by IAB Sergeants Dinah 
Grote and Laura Haynes. Below is a summary of the interview. Precise wording may be 
obtained by reviewing the digitally audio recorded interview located in IAB’s audio files, and/or 
the verbatim transcripts listed under the Transcriptions section of the casebook. 


Mr. [EBB stated he was standing on the sidewalk outside of the nightclub door when he 
heard loud pounding on glass doors and windows. Stepping out onto the driveway to a frontal 
raised grass area, Mr. looked up and saw three males standing on the upstairs 
landing located at the emergency exit door to the VIP Room. The men were hitting the glass 
with their fists and open palmed hands. 


Fearing they would break the glass, Mr. [EE called out to them numerous times to get 
their attention. He believed the men were guests in the VIP Room and had locked themseives 
out when they exited the emergency door. Mr. BE the mento come down the 
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staircase, which they complied to. The men staggered as they walked down the staircase. Mr. 
hen realized the men were intoxicated. 


1AB Note: Mr. EB tated he has 20+ years of employment working in 
clubs and has been exposed to many drunk and 
intoxicated persons. 


Mr. k ted back onto the driveway adjacent to the grass area and watched as the 
three men staggered toward him. He said the men walked side by side with their arms placed 
across each other's shoulders as if to assist themseives in walking. As they neared Mr. 
and before he could say something to the men, one of the males pushed Mr. 
ight shoulder with his right hand while they continued walking past Mr. 
toward the nightclub. Mr. [REE stated he had to take a step backward to catch himself. 


IAB Note: Mr. Eas provided a photograph of the street/driveway 
area outside of the nightclub At Quiet Cannon. He placed "x's" 
on the photograph indicating his location and that of the 
intoxicated males. The photographed was included at the 
back of Mr. SEE 1A8" transcripts. 


Mr. [Followed the men and signaled to the security guards not to let the men gain 
access. 


IAB Note: Security Guard QE from: EE was 


working the “20/20 Club,” at the Quiet Cannon, which is 
located below the VIP Room. He was identified by ICIB as 
possibly observing the verbal argument between deputies and 
Quiet Cannon a. Mr. SRR. According to 
ICIB investigators, numerous attempts to contact Mr. aa 
have been unsuccessful. On February 23, 2011 Sergeant 
Haynes (IAB) telephoned Mr. RI orn ployment, 

and a possible personal phone 
number, at the following times; 0930 hours, 
1100 hours and 1530 hours, there was no answer at either 
number. Sergeant Haynes attempted to call Mr. J on 
February 24, 2011 at 0810 hours at both numbers and received 
no answer. Additionally, the aa) telephone 
number has a voice mailbox full message, and the = 
telephone number has no voice mail to leave a message. Mr. BEEE 
was not interviewed. 


When the men were denied entry, Mr. Boii the men he would get them back to the VIP 
Room. He said the three men made comments such as, "Do you know who we are? We're 
deputies.” Mr. [told the men to follow him so that he could get them back to their own 
party. He said as they all walked in the driveway toward the Cannoneer Room, the men 
continued to be verbally abusive toward him. 
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Mr. said the male who pushed him is a Hispanic, 25-29 years old, between 5' 8” - 5° 
10", 140-150 Ibs., slight build, short-shaved head, wearing a dark blue, long sleeved dress 
shirt, grey pants. The second male is described as Hispanic, 25-29 years old, 6' 0”, 160-170 
lbs, wearing a white, long sleeved shirt. The third male is Hispanic, 25-29 years, 5' 10", 180- 
190 Ibs. 


Just prior to reaching the canopy area at the street side, Mr. HE siates three to four older 
men (40-50 years old), clean-cut, well-dressed, approached them. Specifically, Mr. 

stated one of the older men, a Hispanic with black combed back hair, and asked Mr. f 
there was a problem. Mr E identified himself and told the older men that the three 
individuals were deputies, they were verbally abusive, and intoxicated. 


Mr. M: 2ic the older male identified himself as being a Sheriff too, apologized to Mr. 
B i saic they would take care of the three intoxicated males. Mr. ae the 
demeanor of the intoxicated males changed when the older men arrived. This lead Mr. 
E o believe that the older men were superior to the intoxicated males. He said all the 
males then went toward the Cannoneer/VIP Room staircase. 


IAB Note: Mr. 2: provided numerous photographs of 
employees and supervisors taken during the party and of the 
subjects taken two weeks after the party. Mr. tac 
the second male described had a narrow face, similar to that of 
Deputy B tating his face looked "familiar," but he could 
not positively identify him. He could not identify the male who 
pushed him or the third male. Mr. pointed out a 
photograph of a male who he said looked like the older male 
Sheriff who he spoke to regarding the intoxicated males. The 
male identified in the photograph is Sergeant 


Additional: Sgt. said he did not have any knowledge of the above 
stated incident. 


Witness was 
interviewed regarding the criminal portion of this incident by ICIB personnel, and the interview 
was audio recorded. For ICIB’s summary of Witness [statement see the 
Supplemental Report in the criminal case book (Volume 3, Exhibit A, page 96). For the 
complete anc detailed statement refer to the verbatim transcript included in this investigation 
and/or the digital audio file.

Witness S was in the “VIP Room” attending a party. He was shown a photographic 
line-up and identified Subject fas one of the subjects that attempted to get into the “VIP 
Room’ party.

ALCOHOL CONSUMPTION / WEAPONS: 

Throughout the course of this investigation, through witness interviews it became apparent that 
alcohol may have been a contributing factor in this incident. Facts were compiled, as a result 
of witness interviews, regarding alcohol consumption and possible levels of intoxication. The 
information gathered, as it relates to alcohol and the impairment level it had on individuals, was 
based strictly on the individual's statement as to how many drinks they had, and other witness 
assessments and/or perceptions of various individuals as stated in their interviews. 


IAB investigators are unable to factually identify a level of intoxication, impairment, or blood 
alcohol level due to the many unknown variables, (weight, tolerance, food intake, period of 
consumption, size, content, and mixture of the various drinks etc) 


ICIB investigators were directed to ask several questions regarding alcohol concerns. This 
directive was given after several interviews had already been completed. Therefore some 
employees were not asked all alcohol related questions. 


The majority of department employees were asked the following set of questions. 
1. How many drinks did you have? 
2. What did you drink? 
3. Were you armed? (Sworn personnel) 
4. Did you see anyone that appeared intoxicated? 


To assist in documenting these concerns, a spreadsheet was created and is attached to the 
back of his summary. A graph chart (Volume 2, Exhibit K) was also created that disptays the 
following information. 


« How many drinks a person admittedly consumed. 
« If they were armed. 


e If they drove away from the party (If known). 


Additional follow-up questions may have been asked dependent on the responses to the 
above questions. 
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This event included a dinner; there was dancing and en “open bar” where people could 
purchase various alcoholic beverages, such as beer, wine, and mixed drinks. Some 
individuals acknowledge attending a function and consuming alcoho} prior to arriving at the 
Christmas party. 


Four individuals and their appearance of intoxication were commented on by one or more 
witnesses during their interviews. These witnesses and their comments are summarized 
below under the respective employee they commented about. For the complete and detailed 
statement of these witnesses refer to their individual transcripts.

Deputy [statement is that he could not remember how much he drank, estimated 
between five to ten drinks of various types of alcoho! from beer to Tequila. Deputy 
acknowledged he drank too much too fast. Deputy B s20 he began to fill sick and 
wanted to leave. Deputy IM said he was escorted out to his car by another deputy 
(Deputy [Deputy [BB said he fell asleep in his car and woke up around 4am. 
When he awoke everyone was gone and he drove home. On a scale of 1-10, with 1 being 
sober and 10 being passed out drunk, Deputy [J placed himself at a “7.”

(Sergeant told deps he needs to go to the car...” Sergeant said some 
other deputies escorted Deputy ut of the party.

SETTLEMENT AGREEMENT AND RELEASE 


This Settlement Agreement and Release (hereinafter “Agreement”) is made 


and entered into on or about July 9, 2014, by and between Plaintiffs E= =~, 
= Hernan Deleadol o and Alfonso Andrade (collectively, 
“Plaintiffs”), on the one hand, and Defendants County of Los Angeles (“County”), 
Leroy Baca, Paul Tanaka, Dennis Burns, Duane Larris, panics Cruz, 
Lory Vi, a rs 


(collectively, “Defendants”), on the other hand, (collectively “the Parties”) with 
reference to the following facts: 

A. On or about September 21, 2012, Plaintiffs filed their original 
complaint in Los Angeles Superior Court. On or about April 10, 2013, Defendants 
removed the case to the United States District Court for the Central District of 
California, Case No. CV 13-02546 PSG (PJWx) (“the Civil Action”). In the Civil 
Action, Plaintiffs sought certain relief against Defendants, including, without 
limitation, monetary damages, as a result of purported events that occurred during 
Plaintiffs’ employment with the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department. 

B. The Parties desire to settle all of Plaintiffs’ claims against the 


Defendants arising out of the Civil Action, as well as any and all claims, known or 
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unknown, which Plaintiffs have or may have against the Defendants as of the date 
of this Agreement. 

TT IS THEREFORE AGREED BETWEEN THE PARTIES AS FOLLOWS: 

1. Letters of Resignation. Concurrent with the execution of this 
Agreement, each of the Plaintiffs shall provide the County with a letter of 
resignation whereby cach Plaintiff voluntarily resigns from their employment with 
the Los Angeles County Sheriffs Department. ‘The County shall place each of 
these letters in each Plaintiff's respective personnel files. 


2. Dismissal Of The Civil Action With Prejudice, All Sides To Bear 


Their Own Attorneys’ Fees And Costs. Concurrent with the execution of this 


Agreement, Plaintiffs shall execute and furnish to Defendants’ attorneys a duly 
executed stipulation to dismiss with prejudice the entire Civil Action against all 
Defendants, as well as an order to be entered thereon by the Court. The Parties 
shall bear their own costs and attorneys’ fees incurred in the Civil Action. 

3. Releases. Except as otherwise provided in this Agreement and as 
separate consideration for the agreements contained herein, Plaintiffs and their 
heirs, assigns and successors-in-interest (“the Releasors”) hereby absolutely, 
generally, fully and forever release, relieve, waive, relinquish and discharge 
Defendants and their successors, predecessors, related entities, departments, 
subsidiaries, representatives, assigns, agents, partners, officers, directors, 
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managers, insurers, shareholders, employees, and attorneys, including, without 
limitation, and Lawrence Beach Allen & Choi, PC, and each of them, 
(“Defendants, et al.”) of and from any and all manner of action or actions, cause or 
causes of action, claims, worker’s compensation claims, suits, debts, sums of 
moncy, demands, obligations, costs, expenses, debts, controversies, damages, 
accounts, reckonings and liens of every kind or nature whatsoever, whether known 
or unknown, suspected or unsuspected, which in any way or manner could at any 
time be asserted, are sct forth in, arise out of, concern, are based upon or relate to 
the Civil Action and the facts and/or allegations asserted in the Civil Action 
(hereinafter referred to as “the Claims”). 


4, Release Of Unknown Claims. Plaintiffs acknowledge their intention 


that, upon execution by all parties, this Agreement, except as expressly provided 
for herein, shall be effective as a full and final accord and satisfaction and 
settlement of and as a bar to the Claims. In connection with such waiver and 
relinquishment, Plaintiffs acknowledge that they are aware that their attorneys may 
hereafter discover facts different from or in addition to the facts which they or their 
attorneys now know or believe to be true with respect to the subject matter of this 
Agreement, but that it is their intention hereby to fully, generally, finally, 
absolutely and forever settle the Claims, and that in furtherance of such intention 


the releases herein given by the Releasors to Defendants, et al. shall be and remain

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in effect as full and complete releases notwithstanding the discovery of any such 
different or additional facts. Therefore, Plaintiffs acknowledge that they have been 
informed by their attorneys, or otherwise have been informed of, and that they are 
familiar with, Section 1542 of the Civil Code of the State of California, which 
provides as follows: 
“A general release does not extend to claims which the creditor does 
not know or suspect to exist in his favor at the time of executing the 
release, which if known by him must have materially affected his 
settlement with the debtor.”

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SETTLEMENT AGREEMENT AND RELEASE 


This Settlement Agreement and Release (hereinafter “Agreement”) is made 


and entered into on or about July 9, 2014, by and between Plaintiffs E= =~,
